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Merchants No Longer 

Need Report Sales 
Tax to Village Clerk 

Board Amends Law; Ex- 
tends Daylight Saving 
Time to Oct. 30 



Antloch merchants will not need 
to'teport to the village the amount 
of sales and the village tax there- 
from as the result of action taken 
Tucday evening by the village 
board in amending the tax law. 

The portion requiring the report 
was eliminated by ordinance. 

The original ordinance was fur- 
nished by the Illinois Municipal 
league and Antloch did as other 
villages passed it without noticing 
all of the requirements. The report 
to the village is not necessary In 
view of the fact that the money 
In first paid into the slate treasury 
where it is recorded and then 
returned to the villages. 

The village board in other action 
decided to extend daylight saving 
time until Oct. 30. Chicago started 
this plan and cities in the area did 
likewise. 

The report of Treasurer Martha 
Hunter shows that Antloch receives 
around $600 a month 'from motor 
fuel tax money. The amount re- 
ceived this summer was May, 
$588.73; June 608.88; July 681.6S; 
and August $583.02. This is cred- 
ited to the village in the state 
treasury and paid out on approval 
for local highway improvements. 

The board instructed Building 
Commissioner Waller I. Scott to 
issue a building .permit' to William 
Hattendorf for a house on what will 
be known as lot 17 on Cheri dr. in 
the subdivision has not yet been ac- 
cepted, the property was given a 
meets and bounds description.

Charge of Reckless Driving 

Againt Waterman May 

Be Changed 

Bulletin 
State's Atty. Robert C. Nelson 
has authorized a charge of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon 
against Lewis H. Waterman, 18, 
who was accused of attempt- 
ing to run down Herbert Hor- 
ton Saturday evening. 
Waterman was freed on bond 
after first. being charged with reck- 
less driving. 

Deputy Sheriff Charles E. 
(Chuck) Larson of North ave., An- 
tioch, was badly hurt Saturday 
night when his car was wrecked 
while he was chasing a traffic of- 
fender. 

He suffered a broken nose and 
the loss of two teeth. Other teeth 
were loosened by the force of the 
blow he received when his car 
turned over near Trevor, Wis. 

Facing charges is Lewis B. Water- 
man, 18, residing north of Antloch, 
whom Larson was chasing. 

Larson ■ began the chase after 
Waterman reportedly sped past Her- 
bert' Horton,* 1 volunteer patrolman, 
as Horton tried to stop him from 
speeding on North ave., in Antioch. 
Horton was afoot and had to leap 
from the road to escape being 
struck by Waterman's car, the re- 
port of the sheriffs police said. 

Larson chased the youth at high 
speed along Main st," going north, 
and at Second and Main. sts. Water- 
man's 1951 model Plymouth struck 
a stop sign but kept going.* 

Near Trevor Larson was safd to 
have been blinded by dust from the 
fleeing car and drove his own car 
off -the road, turning it over. The 
deputy walked back onto the road 
and was picked up by another 
driver participating' in the chase 
and taken to Victory Memorial hos- 
pital. 

Antioch police, deputy sheriffs 
and state police joined in the 
search for Waterman and soon 
spotted him on Rte. 59 and arrested 
him for reckless driving, taking him 
to the Lake county jail where he 
later was given his release. More 
serious charges were studied. 

Waterman denied any connection 
with the incident, but William Weir, 
18, Petite lake, and George Shannon, 
rural Trevor, said they were in the 
car with Waterman and had gone 
to Wisconsin for some beer and 
then returned to Antioch for speeds 
along North ave. 

Shannon said that at one time he 
demanded to be let out of the car 
while Westerman drove across the 
Sod Line tracks on North ave. at 
70 miles an hour, but later got 
back in the car. i 

Both youths said Waterman knew 
a policeman was chasing him, but 
that he refused to stop. He let 
them out after Larson's car rolled 
over.

A three-room addition with an

When Emmons district votes at 
the school building on Beach Grove 
rd. at Rte, 59, the voters will be, 
confronted by three proposals. The' 
first is whether the ' board shall 
build the addition; second, whether 
a $70,000 bond issue for the con- 
struction of an addition. to the pres- 
ent building is approved or not; 
and third, whether there shall be a 
$5,000 bond issue for purchase of 
additional ground for the addition 
and playground. 

The project has the approval of 
the Lake County 'Civic League 
which investigated the needs and 
proposed expenditure. Should ap- 
proval -be given, the board will ad- 
vertise for bids on the bonds, and 
then bids on construction.

Accident Insurance . - 
Offered by A.T.H.S. 
Students Pay Premium

The. accident insurance program 
is a voluntary one and: the students 
who choose to be insured- are pro- 
tected against- accidents while en- 
gaged in.: regularly supervised school 
activities. 

Athletes are given special pro- 
tection by additional coverage. The 
athletic phase of insurance pro- 
gram is paid for from, the Athletic 
fund. 

The regular student premium is 
paid by the student on the opening 
day of school. The premium is add- 
ed to the registration fees. 
- Dittman said that the plan is a 
low cost accident insurance pro- 
gram and is not intended to give 
complete coverage. Sometimes ac- 
cidents of a serious nature occur. 
In these cases the expense submit- 
ted by the doctor or hospital may 
exceed the indemnity allowed by 
the insurance company. When this 
is the case the school does not as- 
sume the remainder of the expense. 

While the school has no legal ob- 
ligation in case of accident, the 
school district and the school board 
feel that some student accident cov- 
erage should be made available if 
a student wishes to pay the prem- 
ium, *

Enrollments Increase 
In All Local Schools 
As Pupils Register 

High School May Reach Its 

Capacity in Next Two 

or Three Years 



Antioch schools opened this week 
and as was expected all enrollments 
have increased. 

The high school has an enroll- 
ment of 473 and Supt. A. L. Dittman 
believes that the number will in- 
crease to 485 within the next 10 
days. 

The freshman class is the largest 
with 142 students, There are 127 
sophomores, but only 101 juniors in 
contrast to 103 seniors. Last year 
the enrollment was 435 in Septem- 
ber. 

The Antioch grade school has 612 
pupils in contrast to 597 last May. . 

St. Peter's parochial school which 
opened yesterday instead of Tues- 
day, has an enrollment of 387 in 
contrast to 340 last year. Mrs. 
Harry Greenlee will be the school's 
first lay teacher. 

The first few days of school are 
devoted to getting" books and as- 
signments. By next week the 
classes will have become stabil- 
ized and studies will become rou-V 
tine. 

On the basis of the enlarged on- 
coming classes it is expected that 
in the next two years the capacity 
of the high . school will be reached. 

Grass Lake has an enrollment of 
104, -an increase of 20, : and Channel 
Lake school hast 133 pupils, an in- 
crease of 10, ... . 



U. S. Agriculture Dept 

Suspends 70c Additional 
Charge per 100 Lbs. Milk 

Chicago, Sept 2 — Emergency ac- 
tion by the U. .S. Department of 
Agriculture temporarily suspended 
a 70-cent additional charge for 
every 100 pounds of milk sold out of 
the Chicago area. The suspension 
became effective Sept. 1. 

This action was made as the re- 
sult of testimony given by the Pure 
Milk association and other dairy 
cooperatives which 'serve the Chi- 
cago market and by the Chicago 
Milk dealers. The testimony was 
made at a public hearing held in 
Chicago Aug. 24. 

The effect of the emergency ac- 
tion will allow more Chicagoland 
milk to be bottled instead of being 
diverted into manufacturing chan- 
nels. This will tend -to increase 
the price paid to farmers for milk. 

The 70-cent premium would have 
become effective by • -the operation 
of the Chicago Federal Milk Mar- 
keting order. In June a large part 
of the milk production in the Chi- 
cago area was consumed by Chicago- 
land people. While there was 
still a surplus of milk in June, the 
rate of consumption indicated that 
by October or November milk might 
be in short supply in the area.

Much has been heard of the problems Involved 
In attracting; doctors to the smaller towns. All kinds 
of remedies have' been ' proposed. Inevitably, such 
discussions frequently have engendered more heat 
than light. With modern means of transportation 
and communication at our disposal, it is no longer 
necessary to have a doctor located right at hand. 

At the same -time, there are towns which need 
a doctor, yet haven't one. And there are towns 
"which have shown 1 how, by intelligent local initiative 
and action, the problem con be solved. 

The August issue of Town Journal (formerly Path- 
finder) carries a meaty little article on the subject, 
■written by Clyde ■ Hostettcr. It tells of the enor- 
mous change for the better that has taken place in 
Kansas since 1M9. At that time something like 100 
Kansas towns lacked doctors and there was a hos- 
pital shortage to boot. Today the state is first in 
the nation for rural health care. According to Mr. 
Hostettcr, "Practicallyvcvcry family is less than 45 
minutes from a Grade-A hospital. Every town need- 
ing a doctor has one or more." 

To find out just (how this came about in so 
short a period of time, Mr. Hostettcr went to Kiowa, 
population 1,501, which in 1949 had the unenviable 
distinction of being the biggest town in Kansas 
without a doctor— and it hadn't had one for 10 
years. Now it has three. He talked to local people 
and got the story. 

The driving force was the young dean of the 
Kansas University medical school, who had learned 
that two-thirds of each year's graduates left the state, 
■while most of the rest went into practice with older 
doctors in the larger Kansas cities. The dean diag- 
nosed four ailments responsible for this, and pro- 
posed concrete cures. First, the new doctors were 
generally in debt after nine years of advanced school- 
ing and couldn't afford the $5,000-$10,000 it takes 
to set up office nowadays. The cure was for the 
town to establish a modern clinic and rent or sell it 
on terms to the doctor. Second, there weren't enough 
hospitals near, small towns, which means that pa- 
tients needing hospitalization had to be sent far away. 
The cure was to build more hospitals — and good 
ones, even if small. Third, young doctors didn't .like 
being isolated from medical conventions and other 
means of keeping up with the times. The cure was 



to bring new knowledge to them, with "flying sqUods" 
of experts. Fourth and last, not enough new doc- 
tors were being trained. Here tho" cure was to 
expand the medical school to train 50' per cent more 
doctors and nurses. 

The dean's advice was taken. The legislators 
voted $4^000,000 to expand the school. The town? 
did their part. Kiowa, which is typical, erected an' 
$83,000 six-bed hospital containing a two;doctor 
clinic with the very best equipment. Young doctors 
were enthusiastic. Two of them now rent the office 
for $50 a month and run the hospital, under a local 
board of directors. A third doctor," a woman, has 
opened other offices with her dentist husband. All 
are busy, and local people get the best of care. 

The "flying squads'* of medical lecturers, all top 
men In their fields, give monthly circuit courses in 
eight Kansas towns, at least one of which is within 
an hour's drive of any Kansas doctor's office. The 
medical school has Inaugurated a system whereby 
each student must spend six weeks with an estab- 
lished doctor in a Kansas town, of less than 1,500 
population before receiving his M. D. The school 
turns out 115 new doctors each year and 70 per cent 
of them stay in Kansas. 

This is what one state and its communities have 
done on their own volition to solve on important 
problem. Mr. Hostctter says that detailed informa- 
tion can be obtained from Council on Medical Ser- 
vice, American Medical Association, 535 North Dear- 
born Street, Chicago 10, 111., or from state medical 
associations.

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Egypt's Women 
Making Progress 
Says Journalist 

NEW YORK — Times have 
changed^ In the now republic on ' 
the. Nile, says Egypt's well-known 
Journalist, Mmo. Amino ol-Sald. In 
1030, the first group of girls were 
admitted to an Egyptian Univer- 
sity. Todny there are 1,000,000 " 
girls attending Egyptian schools. 

Mmo. el -Said disclosed that 
while the Egyptian feminist move- 
ment originated a long time ago, 
it had become mora coherent and 
articulate during Egypt's 1019 rev- 
olution. In that revolt, she said, 
women played their part in the 
underground and used their veils 
to conceal supplies needed In or- 
ganizing the Egyptian boycott of 
British goods. 

The feminist movement was be- 
gun as a drive, ; hot only for the 
political emancipation of women, 
but also for their education which 
would raise their standards of liv- 
ing and further improve their lot, 

.The result exceeded . expecta- 
tions, she says. Today women 
comprise 40 per cent of the per- 
sonnel of Egypt's Ministry of Edu- 
cation, 30 per cent In its Ministry 
of Health and 20 per cent in Social 
Affairs, 

■ Mrae. el-Said described the work 
of Egypt's 160 women's organiza- 
tions and said what has been ac- 
complished so far represents only 
a "drop In the bucket" in com- ' 
parsion with the changes that 
must be made. 






Type Face Affects 
Reading Ability 

NEW YORK— It'a generally con- 
ceded that the type and arrange- 
ment of reading matter have a 
decided effect upon the ease with 
which it can be read. Different 
authorities vary In their state- 
ments on the subject, but here 
are some conclusions from a re- 
cent study. 

Type face Is a factor in speed 
of reading. The same copy set 
in 10-polnt Garamond, Scotch Ro- 
man, Antique, Bodonl, Old Style, 
Caslon, Kabel Light, Cheltenham, 
Typewriter, and Cloister Black 
was found to bring a progeasively 
slower rate of speed, In that order. 

Italics are 2.7 per cent more 
difficult to read than roman type. 
Capitals are 11.6 per cent harder 
to read than lower-case type and 
In headings, lower-case letters get 
more attention. 
■ Bold face and regular type can 

be read with practically the same 
speed, but people seem to prefer 
regular. 

- On the average page, type takes 
up only half of the total area. 
Marginal space could be done 
away with, since It doesn't affect 
reading speed— but it does im- 
prove appearance. 



Gettysburg Gets 
Back in Spotlight 

WASHINGTON — Gettysburg, a 
southern Pennsylvania town where 
big news was once made, Is get- 
ting back Into the spotlight. 

On July 1, 2 and 3, 1B63, General 
Robert E. Lee's Army of Northern' 
Virginia and General Gordon 
Meade's Army of the Potomac 
fought one of history's decisive 
battles there. 

Four months later President Lin- 
coln uttered "A few appropriate 
remarks" at a battlefield cemetery 
there which the world has noted 
and remembered ever since. 

Now • president who la also a 
general la again bringing the na- 
tion's attention to Gettysburg by 
converting a century -old farm- 
house into a modern country home 
only a short distance from the 
battlefield and 65 miles from the 
White House. More .and more, 
president Eisenhower Is turning 
to this estate to find privacy and 
peace.

Ignorance Serves Communism 

"If we are to remain strong the 
American people must understand 
and appreciate the benefits which 
our competitive private enterprise 
system brings them," said G. Keith 
Funston, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, a short time ago.- 
"If our people are to see "through 
the false propaganda directed 
against private enterprise they must 
have a better understanding of just 
how that system works." 

Then Mr. Funston dealt with mis- 
conceptions with which he, by na- 
ture of his position, is particularly 
familiar. He continued, J'lt is no 
news . . . that Wall Street for years 
has been the number one whipping 
boy for communist and fellow-trav- 
eler propaganda. And the factor 
which encourages this left-wing ef- 
fort is the widespread Jack of 
information among Americans as 
to the Important role which the se- 
curities industry plays in our econ- 
omy. Graphic evidence of this is 
provided by a public survey. Only 
23 per cent of our people can ac- 
curately describe what common 
stock is. A mere 24 per cent know 
what the job of .the New York Stock 
Exchange really is. Only 39 per 
cent are prepared to say that the 
Exchange does not Itself own the 
rhares- which, -are-? bought there by 
the public. In other words, only a 
minor fraction of our people know 
that our Exchange serves as the 
auction marketplace where under 
conditions of full disclosure and 
high ethical standards all Ameri- 
cans can freely buy or sell, cor- 
porate shares to other Americans," 

Ignorance of this* kind — and _ it 
extends to many areas of our eco- 
nomic life — plays into the devious 
hands and minds of the communists 
and all those who would destroy 
our freedoms. Every effort must 
be given to letting light into, the 
darkness. 



Village Trustees Balk at Paying Bill for 

Relaying Drain Tile When Price Is Upped 



Usually payment of bills is a 
routine matter for the village board 
but there was one bill to the village 
that was rejected by the trustees 
Tuesday evening. 

The bill was for $475 and was 
submitted by Don Trotti of Zion 
for relocating a drain tile on the 
Herman property leading -to Se- 
quoit creek. 

Mayor James McMillen and Trus- 
tee Arthur Hawkins explained that 
last Sunday they were called to the 
Herman , subdivision by word that 
Trotti, while excavating for a base- 
ment, cut into a drainage tile and 
the water commenced to fill the ex- 
cavation. 

The village officials realized that 
the old drainage- tile would have t'o 



be relaid along the street that now 
passes through the area, accepted an 
offer from Trotti to relay the drain 
at a cost of $75, if the tile were pro- 
vided by the village. This McMil- 
len and Hawkins agreed to do, 
knowing that the board would read- 
ily consent to this emergency 
measure. 

But when Trotti submitted the 
bill, it was for the $75 plus $350 
more for digging and filling the 
trench. He placed the distance at 
500 feet but used only 420 feet of 
tile, according to the trustees. 
t <{-The clerk was instructed to noti- 
fy Trotti that the bill will be paid 
when it is' amended to the agreed 
price.

Convention City 
For Entire World 

WASHINGTON — Traditionally 
hospitable to international nego- 
tiators, Geneva, Switzerland, has 
witnessed the fruition of Ideas and 
ideals affecting all mankind. 

The International Red Cross was 
founded In Geneva 91 years ago. 
In 1920 Geneva became headquar- 
ters of the League of Nations. A 
few years later came the Geneva 
Protocol on regulating interna- 
tional disputes. A world disarma- 
ment conference was held from 
1032 to 1934 at the League head- 
quarters. 

The city is now Ihe seat of the 
Economic Commission for Europe, 
the World Health Organization, 
the International Telecommunica- 
tion Union, and the International 
Committee for European Migra- 
tion. 

The city has so frequently been 
a conference center that the term 
"Geneva Convention" —rules for 
International conduct— is as famil- 
iar around the world as "Swiss 
watch," an important Geneva 
product. 

Geneva visitors delight at the 
thousands of watches that gleam 
in shop windows. One company 
keeps a case history of every 
watch it has made. Each time- 
piece is assembled then taken 
apart and reassembled three 
times before being oiled. Such 
painstaking attention to work re- 
flects the Gencvese love of preci- 
sion. 

Besides international conven- 
tions and watches, Geneva boasts 
many products: precision tools, 
electric fittings, sewing machines, 
gas and electric stoves, pencils . 
and perfumes. 



Happy Secretary Gets 
Praise; With Paycheck 

LOS ANGELES— Business men 
who have trouble keeping a com-' 
petent secretary should hand out 
a generous portion of praise with 
her weekly paycheck. 

That's the advice of a former 
secretary. Dr. Allen R. Russon, 
now an associate professor of of- 
fice management and business ed- 
ucation at the University of Utah. 
Dr. Russon says that sincere ap- 
preciation from the boss is more 
important than many other con- 
siderations such as salary and 
working surroundings. 

Among reasons secretaries go 
looking for other jobs are lack of 
employer appreciation, insufficient 

salary, grimy office quarters, in- 
consistent promotion policies, pet- 
tiness about vacations and sick 
leave, in that order, she says. 

Dr. Russon sees no end to the 
present secretary shortage. "After 
all," she says "you can't tell a 
machine to run down to the bank 
with a late deposit or go shopping 
for your wife's anniversary pres- 
ent." 



Not Elephants — But 
Pink Flamingos 

LA JOLLA, Cat— Anybody got 
a pet flamingo? If so, you might 
be interested to know you can 
brighten up your flamingos by 
feeding them ground-up shellfish 
in addition to their usual diet of 
grass pellets, millet, rice and 
dried flies. 

For the past year, two dozen 
flamingos in the San Diego Zoo 
have been fed regular doses of 
the finely ground shell of the 
California spiny lobster. As a re- 
sult, the American species have 
developed strking pink and ver- 
milllan tints in the skin of their 
legs and bills and in new feathers. 
Their kin, the Chilean flamingos, 
have also developed bright pink 
skin on their feet and leg Joints, 
but their feathers remain, as in 
nature, mostly white.
